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Norma Egeland drives a bus 


272 miles each day

Up before dawn and out after 
dark, Norma Egeland covers more 
than 44,000 miles each school year 
driving West End students to school. 

Mrs. Egeland of Hesperia is a 
driver for Palomar Transport Inc. 
which serves mentally retarded, 
deaf and orthopedically 
handicapped children living in an 
area from Glendora to Fontana. 

During her 10-hour working day 
which starts at 5:30 a.m., Mrs. 
Egeland drives several loads of 
children to school and home again. 
She logs 272 miles each day. 

That 272 miles doesn’t include the 
hour drive between the station and 
home. Mrs. Egeland leaves home at 
3:30 a.m. and doesn’t return until 7 
or 7:30 p.m. ‘‘I’m really looking 
forward to the new freeway which 
will cut the time,” she commented. 

Mrs. Egeland, who has been 
driving a school bus since 1963, said 
the best part of the job is when ‘‘the 
little ones respond,’’ 

Seeing a child walk or talk who 
has never done those things, ‘‘and 
just seeing how excited they are, 
that’s really it,’’ she said. 

“I’ve watched all these kids grow 
up and progress,’ Mrs. Egeland 
Said. One of her riders is the first 
handicapped boy to become an 
Arrow Scout. Others have 
progressed enough to attend regular 
schools. But some die, she said 
quietly. 

To be a bus driver ‘‘you definitely 
have to like kids,”’ shae said. *‘You 
have to have patience with them and 
understand their problems. If you 
treat them like they're handicapped, 
that’s bad. You have to treat them

like regular kids,’ Mrs. Egeland 
added. 

She gives the older students the 
responsibility of opening doors or 
watching a younger child. The 
responsibility is good for them, she 
noted. 

She also teases her riders, calling 
their crutches ‘‘chop sticks’? and 
telling them to run. ‘‘They know it’s 
a joke and enjoy it. There are times 
I get real stern and they underiand. 
They know when I mean it,” she 
said. 

Mrs. Egeland ‘gets stern’ about 
safety regulations and about 
children calling each other names or 
making fun of each other’s 
handicaps. 

Most of the students are 
understanding, but some of the hard 
of hearing students ‘‘think only of 
themselves,”’ she noted and added, 
‘their parents often are responsible 
because they don’t like to admit 
there is a handicap.”’ 

Mrs. Egeland said the mentally 
retarded children want to learn and 
“love to go to school’’ because some 
of them have few outside 
experiences. 

She has a friendly relationship 
with her riders. The treat they look 
forward to most is hot days and 
water fights on the bus. ‘‘They can’t 
squirt me while I’m driving, but 
when I stop to let a kid off, look 


out,” said Mrs. Egeland, who wears 
her hair casual and carries her own 
squirt gun. 

Some students use her calculator 
to check their arithmetic homework 
or play math games. Others look 
forward to the comic books she 
saves to give them at Christmas. 
Several girls have visited overnight 
with Mrs. Egeland during Hesperia 
Days and have learned to use her 
photographic darkroom. 

Mrs. Egeland said, ‘‘I just like 
kids. I’ve really enjoyed the job.” 
She will start her 12th year driv ing’ 
the school buses after she takes her 
vacation — driving to Colorado. 


When Mrs. Egeland began driving 
school buses, the company had three 
buses and three station wagons. The 
operation jumped from three to 15 
schools in one year. 


Her regular schedule includes 
runs in Fontana, Rialto, Etiwanda, 
Alta Loma, Cucamonga, Ontario 
and Chino. The summer schedule 
includes Upland, Ontario and 
Montclair. 


Bus drivers have regular monthly 
meetings for safety training where 
they learn the best ways to lift and 
care for children as well as 
emergency and first aid care. 
Drivers also have regular driving 
tests and are tested by the 
California Highway Patrol.

With the rapid increase in 
food prices of recent years 
has come an increase in 
home canning, as families 
buy foods in bulk at their 
peak seasons to save on the 
grocery bill. And with the 
increase in home canning 
has come a serious health 
hazard — botulism. 
Botulism is a serious form 
of food poison that produces 
critical illness and is fatal 
in. % of all cases. 

Unless strict precautions 
are followed, home-canned 
food may be contaminated 
with the spores of 
‘Clostridium botulinum. The 
danger does not come 
directly from eating the 
bacteria themselves. In 
fact, a great deal of fresh 
food contains the spores of 
the bacteria which, when 
eaten, pass harmlessly 
through the digestive tract.

However, under special 
conditions Clostridium 
botulinum produces a toxin, 
a substance which may be 
the most lethal human 
poison in existence. Food 
canning, if improperly 
carried out, can provide 
perfect conditions for the 
productgion of this poison. 

The problem of botulism 
is prevented in commercial 
canning by use of equip- 
ment producing a combina- 
tion of temperature and 
pressure capabie of killing 
the spores so they cannot 
grow into bacteria to 
produce their toxin.

Teen-age drinking is a 
growing menace, the 
Reader’s Digest warns. Ac- 
cording to the National 
Institute on Alcohol Abuse 
and Alcoholism, 1.3 million 
Americans between the 
ages 12 and 17 have serious 
drinking problems, and 
about one third of our high- 
school students get drunk at 
least once a month.

of time for the fatal toxin to 
be produced. 

Home canning can be 
carried out safely if certain 
procedures are carefully 
followed. These are fully 


described in pamphlets 
which are available from 
your local county 
agricultural extension ser- 
vice or 4-H Club. A pressure 
cooking device is 
recommended for obtaining 
the combination of 
temperature and pressure 
which can kill the 
botulinum organism during 
the canning process. 

If you have a supply of 
home-canned food, you can 
make sure of its safety by 
one simple precaution — 
boil before using. Although 


the bacteria may not be 
destroyed by boiling, the 
highly dangerous toxin is 
made harmless by ordinary 
boiling — 10 minutes at sea 
level, longer at higher 
altitudes. Make sure every 
particle of the food is 
heated at the boiling point 
in order to destroy all of the 
dangerous toxin. 

Botulism kills through the 
paralyzing action of its tox- 
in upon the nervous system. 
Control of the muscles is 
lost, beginning with those 
about the face and neck. 


Loss of the ability to 
swallow makes it impossi- 
ble to eat, leads to choking 
which may introduce 
foreign materials into the 
lungs, and usually produces 
death in several days. 

Most patients give a 
history of having eaten food 
which tasted spoiled. This 
may be followed in a few 
hours by nausea and 
vomiting from the irritants 
usually found in spoiled 
food. Later the symptoms 
of muscle weakness begin 
to appear.

If medical aid is quickly 
obtained and the correct 
diagnosis is rapidly made, it 
may be possibile to save the 
patient. A serum may be in- 
jected which, while it can- 
not help the nerves already 
damaged, is sometimes 
able to neutralize a portion 
of the toxin and limit 
further paralysis. 

The speed with which 
fatal symptoms appear 
depends largely on the 
amount. of toxin-containing 
food that is eaten. The first 
victim to be discovered 
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usually has eaten the most. 

Others who have eaten the- 
same food but less of it can 

often be protected by an- 

titoxin injections if they can 

be treated before serious 

symptoms appear. 


But the best treatment 
for botulism is prevention. 


Commercially canned 
food can be considered safe. 
If you are given some home- 
canned food you can make 
sure it is safe by boiling at 
least 10 full minutes before 
use.

District convention July 10-13 





Witnesses to 


Two 4-day district conventions of Jehovah’s Witnesses 
in Los Angeles June 26-29 and July 10-13, will stress 
divine solutions to human problems. 

The meetings, themed ‘‘Divine Sovereignty,’’ are ex- 
pected to attract 49,000 delegates each and will be held at 
Doger Stadium. 

C. K. Spieth, city overseer of the Pomona area, said 
one-half of the congregations in Pomona Valley will at- 
tend the first convention and the other half the second. 

‘In recent decades,’’ he said, ‘“‘more and more talk has 
centered on the need for a world government of some 
kind. The problems affecting the human family are prin- 
cipally the same in all nations and yet solution to these 
problems has eluded us. 

“The lack of trust among the leadership of nations is 
apparent,’ Spieth said. ‘‘For example, consider one 
result of this distrust. Though they see how unwise it is, 
nations nearly ruin their economies to spend billions of 
dollars on armaments that they hope they will never 
have to use. 

‘And yet,” he said, ‘’in view of the repeated breaking 
of peace treaties, nations can see no reason to trust one 
another, and herice, believe that there is no alternative to 
such arms races.”’ 

Commenting on the over-all problem, Spieth said 
human selfishness is the basic factor in the inability of 
men to solve global problems. 

Citing the key problems: armaments development and 
stockpiling, pollution, projected famine due to the 
worldwide population explosion and economic crisis with 
inflation, Spieth said they have become a matter of grave 
concern. 

He said selfishness is not only prevalent in 
organizations and nations, but exists in the very roots of 
hurnan society.” 

Spieth emphasized that no one should get the idea that 
the earth itself is responsible for human problems — that 
it is, for example, incapable of growing enough food for 
everyone. 

eer a report by the United Nations Food and 
Agricultural Organization, Spieth pointed out that the 
earth is capable of feeding many times as many people 
as now live in the world. 

“‘Humans,”’ he said, ‘‘have been mismanaging earth’s 
food production, as well as the distribution of that food.
